FRIENDLY CORRESPONDENCE. 


,i kept up my correspondence with the officers of 
the institution over which I had presided until 
May 13, 1861, and I have before me a copy of this 


correspondence with original letter of Braxton 
Bragg, and many ethersin Louisiana. After the 
war was over in 1565, I went back to Louisiana to 
help alll cou/d to re-establish the military acad- 
emy and seminary of learning, of which I had 
been er and it exists to-day under the ti- 
tle of the Louisiana university. Subsequently, 
when my personal friend, Henry Stanbury, was 
attorney-general. I interceded and aided Governor 
Thomas 0. Moore to regain possession of his plan- 
tation at Bayou Robert,on the express ground that 
under the pressure brought to bearon him from 
Washington he could hardly help acting as he did 
in 1561, Lalsorenewed my correspondence with 
General Bragg; tried all Icould to help him regain 
his property, afd the last JetterI find recorded is 
dated St. Louis, Mo., January 2s, 1867 ,and address. 
ed tohim atthe St. Louis hotel, New Orieans, 
advising him as to the measures he should pursue 
to establish the claim of his wife for certain for- 
sce and supplies taken by the union troops from 
her plantation; also toaid him in his declared 
purpose to become connected with the mauage- 
ment of the Opelousas railroad 
RECOLLECTIONS OF PRESIDENT DAVIS. 

Now, as to Mr, Jefferson Davis,his general histo- 
ry is pretty well known and appreciated. His own 
history of the ‘‘Rise and Fallof the Southern Con- 


federacy,’’ a ja Gibbon, is publicand subject to 
every man's criticism; but of him, too, I have per- 
sonal knowledge, not meant for publication, but 
to become a part of the ‘traditions of the civil 
war’’ which the Grand Army of the Republic wili 
preserve. 

In the summer of 1863, when Vicksburg surren- 
dered to General Grant, he dispatched me witha 
sufficient force to catch or drive vack the confed- 
erate army under General Joseph FE. Johnston, 
which bad been assembled for the relief of the 
beleagued garrison. ‘that army took refuge in 
Jackson, Miss., which 1 closely *beseiged. Some 
of the foragers of the army found in the garret of 
the house of Mr, Joe E. Davis, a brother to 
Jefferson Davis, a box containing his private 
papers and brought it to camp. Hearing that 
papers of Mr. Davis were being scattered about 
for antograpbs* and as souvenirs I sent for 
the box and had it brought to my biyouac, and 
held it in my personal possession from about July 
loth to August 5th, 1863. During that time I ex- 
amined some of the contents, consisting of a large 
number of letters addressed to Mr. Davis during a 
oeriod often years, including the time when 
Montgomery, ale. was the capital of the confed- 
eracy, With marginal notes in his hand, and rolls 
ofmemoranda and notes in his haadwriting of 
speeches made or to be made. This 
box was sent to General Grant’s adjutant 
general (Rawlins), in Vicksburg, with a 
request to send iton to Washington, along with 
my letter, which is of record, dated Camp on. Big 
Diack, August 5, 1563. Colonel R. N. Scott, who 
bas charge of the records of the war—union and 
confederate—writes of recent date that his private 
papers bad heen returned to Mr. Davis by Secreta- 
ry of War McCrary. All l wishhere to remark is 
that Isent it as it came into my possession, except 
that Il withdrew and sent to the authors three sev- 
eral letters written to Davis, at Mont- 
gomery, by officers of undoubted loy- 
alty, which ] feared might compromise 
them if they fellinto unfriendly hands, because 
atthatday the name of Mr. Davis was synony- 
mous With treason, 

DAVIS HATED BY SOUTHERN LBADERS, 

Again in 1864, when we were in possession of 
Atlanta, Ga., lsaw familiarly a great number of 
gentleman of that state, with whom I conversed 
freely. They spoke openly and unreservedly of 
the tyraniuy of the confederate authorities in 
Richmond, and of Mr. Davis particularly. He 
was the head of the government, the commander- 
in-chief of its armies. His character 
was an clement in the problem of the war 
for putting Gown the rebellion, in which at the 
time I was an important factor.. The cost oi the 
war was then a matter of intense interest to Mr. 
Linco!n, Mr. Stanton, Mr. Chase and other leaders 
in Washington. On the 15th of September, 1564, I 
telegraphedto General Halleck, in Washington: 
“Governor Brown has disbanded his militia to 
gather the corn and sorghum ofthe state. I have 
reason to believe he and Stephens want to visit 
me, aud bave sent them, a hearty inyitation.’’ 
J wo days after I received irom President Lincoln 
this a Si atch: 

“IT feel creat interest in the subjects of your 
Cispatch, ruentioning corn and sorghum and the 
contempiated yisit to you.’’ On the same day I 
answer<d him direct, by telegram: “I will keep 
the department fully advised of all developments 
connected with the subjects in which you feel 
interested. Mr. Wright, former member of con- 
gress from Rome, Ga., and Mr. King, of Marictta, 
are now going between Governor Brown and my- 
self. J have said to them that some of the people 
of Georgian are engaged in rebellion, begun in 
error end perpetuated in-pridé; but that Georgia 
can now fave herself from the devastations of war, 
preparing for her, only by withdrawing her quota 
of the confederate army and aiding me to expel 
Hood from the borders of the state: in which 
event, instead of devastating the land as we pro 
gress, | will keep our men tothe high roads and 
cOommons,and pay for the corn and meat we Leed.,”’ 

DAVIS SUSPECTING GEORGIANS. 

Mr. Lincoln, with his wonderful sagacity, saw 
that Jcff Davis’ visit to Georgia in September, 1564, 
was ratheron account of Stephens and Brown 
than Hood.

While 
it may be true that he (Davis) 
acted = in open warfare against 
the United States as president of the confeder- 
acy, it was nottrue that he was any more 
distinctly an enemy of the United States than 
Mr. Morgan or other senators now on this 
fioor had been. Senators were here represent- 
ing s0vereign states, and were here under the 
constitution of the United States. There 
seemed to be a disposition te make the ques- 
tion before the senate a party question. 

_ The democratic party could not be involved

MR. INGALLS’ GALL. 

_ Mr. Ingalls said that whenever any ques- 
tion arose in which Jefferson Davis was in- 
volved, the democratic party would always be 
found on the side of Jefferson Davis. He had 
heard the senator from Alabama (Morgan) 
repeatedly air the same sentiments that he 
ex pressed to-day. 

r. Morgan challenged Ingalls to specify 
one such occasion. 

Mr. Ingalls replied that the occasions had 
been frequent when the senator from Alabama 
(Morgan) and his associates of the democratic 
party had, in debate in the senate, taken sides 
with Jefferson Davis. They had always in- 
dorsed him, always approved his course, and 
had declared that there was nothing wrong 
in his record that would convince posterity 
that he was not a man of honor and a patriot, 
and thesenator from Alabama (Morgan) and 
th senator from Missouri (Vest) had 
now taken occasion to inform 
the senare that there were millions of people 
in the United States to-day who loved Jeffer- 
son Davis, arid to whom Jefferson Davis was 
endeared by the memory of common hard- 
ships, common privations and common calam- 
ities. We had just witnessed the spectacle of 
an election of president of the United States 
by the votes of men who declare to-day that 
Jefierson Davis was a man of honor anda 
patriot, by the votes of those who love Jeffer- 
son Davis. So long as men were tound to 
stand on the floor of the senate and dee 
clare that Jefferson Davis was a man of honor 
and a patriot, and that there were mil- 
lions of men in this country who loved 
him to-day, it would be in vain tostand up- 
on the rostrum ina political forum, and de- 
clare to the people of the United States that 
the animosities engendered by the war had 
been buried forever. It did not sound pleas- 
antly to loyal ears. It was notan agreeable 
statement to men who had been on the other 
side of the great controversy to say that Jeffer- 
son Davis was an honorable man and a patriot. 
It did not sound well to be told that among 
the people whom we were called on to 
recognize as brothers, united, by the bonds of 
the cemented union, there were millions of 
people to-day that loved Jefferson Davis. It 
was not pleasant to have that statement con- 
tinually flaunted in our faces, paraded on the 
floor of the senate and announced to the people 
by senators who had taken the oath of alle- 
gianee and had been relieved of their politica! 
disabilities. He (Ingalls) had heard the sena 
tur iruii Missouri ( Vest) frequently allude with 
something of eS ap pride and satisfaction 
to his partisanship in the politics of thesouth- 
ern confederacy. There was no occasion for 
such allusions. It did not concern the argu- 
ment of questions btfore the senate, when no 
eppeal was made to partisan feeling, for 
senators to rise, one after another, 
and dwell upon the fact that 
they had neen members of the oonfederate 
senate, and that Jefferson Davis was beloved 
Ly the southern people, and that he had been 
actuated by the sentiments of a man of honor 
andapatriot. Referring to Mr. Vest’s allu- 
sion to his membership of the confederate sen- 
ate, Mr. Ingalls remarked that so far as the 
tate of Missouri was concerned, Mr. Vest had 
not been accredited to that senate, as the state 
of Missouri had not been out of the union. In 
the pame of the loyal people of Missouri, Mr. 
Ingalls protested against the sentiments 
which he had heard so often expressed by the 
centleman. As to theimmediate controversy 
under discussion, Davis had called Sherman a 
liar, That wasthe plain Eng'ish ofit. In 
any controversy between Davis and Sherman, 
Ingalls was for Sherman, and so, he said, 
would all the loyal people of the country be. 

JOHN SHERMAN TO HIS BROTHER'S REuisF, 

Mr. Sherman said that froma feeling of 
personal delicacy, growing outof his relation- 
ship to one of the parties to the controversy, 
he would have preferred not speaking on it, 
but some senators seemed to treat it as a con- 
troversy between twocitizens. It would bea 
matter of surprise to General Sheoman that it 
was of that character. General Sherman had 
stated that he did not know Davis personally. 
General Sherman had, by invitation, attended 
the reunion of an army post, and in course of 
some impromptu remarks, as reported by the 
newspapers, perhaps correctly enough, said he 
regarded Davis as not only a rebel, but a con- 
spirator, and that he had seen certain letters 

and papers, while on his march through 
Georgia, tending to show that Davis, while 
the war was progressing, had abandoned his 
states righta convictions, and had become 
practically a dictator in the south. But there 
was LO personal matter of controversy between 
Davis and General Sherman. General Sher- 
man simply insisted on the right to class Da- 
vis a8 a conspirator and traitor. Did that 
make a personal *quarrel between two men? 
Far from it. He (the speaker) might as well 
be said, inthe same way, to take a personal 
quarrel with the descendants of Benedict Ar- 
nold, by repeating the historical fact. Davis 
had written a bitter article, not addressed to 
General Sherman, but substantially giving 
him the lie. General Sherman did not re- 
spond to that article by any letter to Davis, or 
toany newspaper. He did the very opposite. 
He was still in every sense an officer of the 
army, even though on the retired list. He 
was subject to the presiden’t orders. As an 
army Officer, therefore, he properly gave to 
his military superior the reasons for every 
assertion he had made. This he was bound to 
do. When an officer of the army, whether re- 
tired or not, had any insult put upon him, or 
anything which among gentlemen would re- 
flect upon his character, his honor or integ- 
rity, he was bound by his calling tomake an 
explanation tothe proper authority, to show 
that imputation upon his honor was not just. 
There was, therefore, no personal controversy 
between Jefferson Davis and General Sher- 
man, but there were some __ state- 
ments of +-a very ‘striking character 
jnvelved, which ought to be put 
on the official records of the government. Gen- 
eral Sherman had produced the resolutions 
passed by the democratte senators from the 
southern states, which were about to partici- 
pate in the rebellion, in which they resolved 
that they would organize a 
government called the confederato govern- 
ment, and fixing the date that a committee 
should be appointed, composed of Davis, Sli- 
dell end Mallory, tocarry into execution in 
the south the plan adopted, and that other 
senators should remain in congress so as to 
erg any legislation that ~ os maggie 

elay the proposed message. a

General Sherman had also produced a letter 
from Aleck Stephens, the associate of Davis,

he was seeking to subvert the very govern- 
ernment established by the confederate states. 
That letter was captured in the hands of Her- 
schel V. Johnson, of Georgia, to whom it was 
addressed. Senator Sherman had seen the 
original, and knew it to be Stephens’s hand- 
writing. Again, General Sherman had pro- 
duced a message trom Davis to the confederate 
congress, marked ‘‘secret,” kept in the rebel 
archives, and found by an officer ot the United 
States army when Richmond was captured. 
In this Davis had demanded the suspension of 
the writ of habees corpus. Why, Senator 
Sherman asked, should not these papers be 

rinted? Did they not show the motives that 

ed to the great civil war? Did they not tend 

to show that the probable termination ot the 
rebellion, even if the United States arms 
had not suppressed it, would be the 
eventual establishment of a despotism 
in the southern states? Davis was 
new an old man. Senator Sherman did not 
desire to say anything unkind of him, did not 
desire to wound his feellings, “but, great God,” 
said the senator, ‘‘will it eyer be disputed in 
this country of ours, at any time within a 
thousand years, that in the war and before the 
war, Jeflerson Davis was a conspirator and a 
traitor to his country? Never, I trust.” Later, 
Senator Sherman added: 

‘Whenever, in my presence, Jefferson Davis is 
treated as a patriot, I must entermy solemn pro- 
test. Whenever the motives and causes of the war 
are called in question, I must assert that it was a 
causeless rebellion entered upon with bad moti ‘es 
and that the men who led in that movement 
were traitors to this country of ours,”’ 

MR. LAMAR’S REPLY. ; 

Mr. Lamar said he had but just stepped into 
the chamber, and had not heard the resolution 
read. He presumed it referred to the pnblica- 
tion of some papers relating to the war now on 
file in the war degprtment. Without know- 
ing, be said, the position occupied by his 
friends, he would say that he had no objection 
toany publication that would throw light 
upon the true character ofthe movement for 
the separation of the states of the south from 
those ofthe north. He would have given his 
vote silently on the resolution had it not beén 
for the remarks of the senator from Ohio 
(Sherman). That speech was marked by fla- 
grant inaccuracies in the statement of the 
issue between General Sherman and Mr. Davis. 
The iseue between these two distinguished men 
was not that which the senator from Ohio had 
represented, and the issue existing had not 
by that senator been brought to the attention 
of the people of the north. According tothe 
publications in the press, and which went not 
only to the extremities of this nation, but to 
the extremities of civilization, the questien 
was not merely that the secession of the south- 
ern states was the result of conspiracy. That 
question, as the senator from Ohio (Sherman) 
had properly remarked, was a question of his- 
torical truth, and was to be ascertained and 
decided by the facts of history as read by fu- 
ture generations. Whether it was a conspir- 
acy of a few ambitious individuals, or 
the uprising of a whole people to preserve, 
as they thought, their autonemy and their in- 
stitutions, was a question which Mr. Lamar 
was willing should be remitted to the verdict 
ot a. No senator had kindlier feelings 
for General Sherman, or more respect for his 
military sagacity or genius, than had Mr. 
Lamar, but General Sherman had been be- 
trayed, by his feelings and by misinformation, 
into an allegation and charge against Jefferson 
Davis which he could not sustain, which no 
man could ever sustain, and which was not 
the truth. That allegation was that he saw a 
letter from Jefferson Davis asserting that 
x 2 southern state should se- 
cede trom the confederacy, he would put 
it down by the military coercion of the con- 
federate government. There was no question 
of historical fact in relation to the charat%er of 
that moment as between Davis and Sherman. 
It was outside the record, and when the sea- 
tor from Ohio said there was no personai con- 
troversv between these two distinguished gen- 
tlemen, his statements came in dtrect conflict 
with the assertions of General Sherman him- 
self, who, when interviewed by a representa- 
tive of the press in 8t. Louis, with regard to 
the Davis Be refused to make astatement, 
saying it was a matter between himself and Da- 
vis,and not a matter forthe press. Its personal- 
ity was established by General Sherman him- 
self, and the discussion that had 
been brought up in tbe senate could 
throw no light whatever on the naked, bold, 
issue of fact, where General’Sherman saw a 
letier written by Jefferson Davis, to a senator 
now in the United States senate, saying that 
he would coerce a southern state if it should 
attempt to secede from the confederacy. 

‘‘] assert, sir,’ said Mr. Lamar, “that no 
such letter is in existence, and in my opinion, 
ne such letter was ever written.” In saying 
that he continued: 

‘‘T wish to disclaim here any reflection whatever 
upon the veracity of General Sherman. That is 
not my purpose. What I do mean to say is that 
be has been misled and misinformed, and when 
the truth comes before him that he has made 
an assertion even against a political enemy 
which he cannot sustain, it would comport better 
with his high character and position, to acknowl- 
ecce the inadvertent and unintentional injustice 
than change the issue before the American people 
and raise a question as to the character ol the se 
cession moyements.”’ 

As the reason for his belief, Mr. Lamar said 
that he had been throughout a friend of Mr. 
Davis, and been often in consultation with 
him, and if Dayis varied his opinion from the 
beginning of the secession controversy to the 
end, as to the importance of maintaining the 
movement upon the consent of the people en- 

aged in it, and not upon any force, his most 
intimate friends were ignorant of any such 
revolution of opinion. No man had stood 
more firmly than Davis by the doctrine that 
it should be a government based upon 
consent, and not force, through all the even- 
tux] schemes of the struggle. General Sher- 
man, then, was simply misinformed. No let- 
ter of the character referred to was ever 
written by Davis, for no such letter had been 
written by him entertaining the views he did. 
“One other thing,” said Mr. Lamar in conclu- 
sion, “weof the south have surrended upon 
all the questions which divided the two sec- 
tions in that controversy. We have given up 
the right of ‘the people to secede from this 
union. We have givenupthe rightof each 
state to judge for itself of infractions of the 
constitution and the mode ot redress. We 
have given up, sir, the right of control over 
our own domestic institutions. We fought for 
them, and we lost in that 
controversy. But no man shall 
in my presence call Jefferson Davis a traitor 
without my responding with ajstern and em- 
phatic denial. 
VEST SCORES INGALLS. 
Mr. Vest said the senator from Kansas (In- 
galls,) could indulge in no debate without be- 
coming personal. That senator was a verbal 
horror and an oral terror. One of the,offenses 
known to the old common law was that of 
being a common scold, the punishment for 
which was ducking. He (Vest) would not, 
however, prescribe such a punishment for the 
sepator from Kansas. The confederate states, 
Vest continued, were dead. The'soldiers who 
fought for the confederacy and those who 
fought for the union, sleeping side by side, 
having illustrated with mat@hless deeds the 
valor and heroism of both sections.

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AN ALABAMA CYCLONE, 


WHICH CARRIED DEATH 'AND DE- 
STRUCTION IN ITS PATH. 


The Course of the Storm and the Damage it Occa<- 
sioned—A Freight Train Derailed—The Bxtent 
of the Damege—Several Men Kilied— 
Houses Lifted Off Their Feet 


Moyteomery, Ala., January 12.—[Special.]— 
A heavy rain storm, accompanied by light- 
ning, pessed over this section last night east- 
ward, increar‘r~ ‘1 violence until reaching 
Jemison, on 1::« Louisville gnd Nashville rail- 
road, striking towards Calera, on the junction 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad. At 9 p.m., ten milessouth of Calera, 
it turned into a general cyclone, with such 
force as to make the houses shake for miles 
arcund, while at and near the spot not @ 
vestige of habitation is left. 

THE COURSE OF THE STORM. 

Traveling eastward 1t seems to have spent 
its force in that fortunately sparsely settled 
locality, uprooting thousands of trees, snap- 
ping them into splinters, carrying destruction 
along its path. One dead body only so far 
has been found, mangled beyond recognition. 
Others are believed to be under the debris of 
logs and trees. Many were bruised, knocked 
senseless, with broken limbs. The wires are 
down along the line. 

A TRAIN IN THE STORM. 

A freight train of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad passed by about the time. The 
cars were knocked and smashed badly by the 
rapidly falling trees, ditching the train, up- 
setting and breaking the locomotive and ten- 
der badly. General Agent Andrews, of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, was 
interviewed. He came directly through the 
stricken region, and says the cyclone was 
fearful, crossing from the Louisville and 
Nashville, about seven miles, to fthe East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad near 
Monticello, advancing crossways to the south- 
east, carrying destruction in its path. The 
train hands of both roads had to build, subse- 
quently, side-tracks around the falling timbers 


THE EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE. 

The extent and amount of damage will not 
be knewn definitely for a day ortwo. Thecy- 
clone took, subsequently, a southeasterly 
course, sweeping through Chilton mto Macon 
county, Ala., uprooting trees, blowing down 
buildings, and killing three men at the Texas 
campground, near Tuskegee, diminishing its 
force eastward into Chambers county, on the 
Georgia line. John Burke, of Prattville, 
jumped from the train near Elmore station, 
fell headforemost, and was instantly killed. 
The latest from Coosa county to-night shows 
that the cyclone blew down twe houses near 
Goodwater, but the occupants escaped without 
serious injury. The damage is considerable. 

THE CASUALTIES REPORTED, _ 

The cyclone passed eight miles south of 
Eutaw, in west Alabama, last night, causing a 
loss of life and [damage. Every house and 
cabin on the farm of Mrs. McAlpine was 
swept away. Cotton bales were blown one 
hundred feet through the air. A house was 
set on fire by lightning and burned to the 
ground. The cyclone passed towards the 
west, struck the Moss plantation, where sev- 
eral men were killed, outright, and a number 
of children seriously hurt; thence the tornado 
crossed Warrior river, doing much damage in 


other counties adjacent thereto similar dis- 
tressing reports are received, showing that 
this tornado swept over a good portion from 
west to east Alabama, carrying destruction all 
along its path. 


The Cyclone in Georgia. 

Macon, Ga., January 12.—A cyclone passed 
over the adjoining county of Jones, at 12 
o’clock last night, sweeping away everything 
in its path. Large oaks were twisted like 
straws, and one large orchard was destroyed. 
The root of P. D. Lester’s dwelling was com- 
pletely wrecked, and all the fences on his

Mrs. Gaines was prostrated on December 27, 
the seventy-eighth anniversary of her birth, 
by a violent cold which settled on her lungs, 
and her condition soon became such as to ex- 
cite the greatest alarm onthe part of her 
friends. Yesterday Dr. W. H. Hoicombe, the 
experienced physician in attendance, had no 
hopes of the recovery of the invalid, and it 
beceme apparent that she was sinking rapidly. 

Mrs. Gaines was entirely conscious, and 
preserved her courage to the last. She would 
not believe that her life was drawing so nearly 
to a close,and with the indomitable will which 
snimated her throughout the trials ofa re- 
markable career, she insisted that she would 
triumph over the weakness of the flesh ‘and 
rise sain from the sick bed toccntinue the 
work to which she had devoted her life. 

A few days ago she consented to make her 
will, but was so feeble that, according to state- 
ments made to the writer, she was unable 
sign her name,and could affix only a cross. 
The contents of the document wili, of course, 
remain upknown to the public uutilit shall 
have been probated. 

Rev. Dr. B. M. Palmer, of the T’resbyterian 
church, yesterday visited the dying woman, 
and administered religious conse. ation which 
seemed to afford the invalid much satisfaction.

The cereer of Mrs. Gaines was so eventful, 


go full of passages upon which a biographer 
could dwell at length, 50 pregnant with sug- 
vestion and incident, that it were vain to at- 
tempt in a newspaper article to do more than 
eketch ber life in outline, leaving to others the 
interesting labor of giving body and mature 
form to the narrative. 

The deceased was a prominent figure in the 
history of this city for more than half a cen- 
tury. and the most noted of the litigants of 
this country. The cause celebre of which the 
was the heroine, if one might use the express- 
jon, was termed by the federal supreme court 
“the most remarkable inthe recordsof the 
courts,’ and associates her name indissolubly 
with torensic annals. 

Mrs. Gaines was born in New Orleans in 
1806. Her mother was Marie Zulime Car- 
riere, a woman of great beauty. She married 
a Frenchman named De Grange, said to have 
been of noble ancestry, but who was reduced 
in circumstances and was engaged in business 
a6 a confectioner at the corner of Royal and 
St. Ann streets. It was charged that at the 
time of this marriage De Grange had a wife 
living, and the matter was submitted to eccle- 
siastical investigation. No positive proof was 
brought forward of the accusation, and the in- 
vestigation terminated. Shortly afterwards 
De Grange left the city and never returned. 

About this time there was in New Orleans a 
man celebrated in that day, Daniel Clark, 
2 high-spirited, energetic, wealthy young 
lrishman, who was taking an active part in 
public affairs. Employed in 1803 in the nego- 
tidtions attending the purchase of Louisiana, 
he was chosen as delegate to congress from the 


new territory and served from 1306 to 1809. 
Dar e! Clark, fascinated by the 
charms of M’me DeGrange, mar- 


tried ber, notwithstanding the doubt existing 
as to the legality of the marriage were De- 
Grange still alive. The issue of this union was 
Myra Clark, who from her earliest recollec- 
tion, lived in the family of Samuel B. Davis, 
and went by the name of Myra Davis. In 1812 
she accompanied this family to [hiladelphia 
sud lived with them until 1852, when she 
married William W. Whitney. He died in 
1838. 

When Daniel Clark went to Washington as 
territorial delegate he became iniatuated 
with the beautiful Miss Caton of Baltimore, 
and contemplated annulling his marriage with 
M’me DeGrange, onthe ground of illegallity 
to espouse the fair Baltimorean. 

He returned to New Orleansit is narrated, 
with this object in view, but was involved in 
financial embarassments and became very 111.

The first probated will of Daniel Clark was 
Written in 1511, and made his mother, Mary 
Clark, who lived in Philadelphia, legatee, 
with Richard Relf and Beverly Chew, o!

Mrs. Whitney took steps, as soon as practi- 
cable, to prove her identity and estabiish her 
claims. Her husband died in 1858, and in 
i645 she married Major General Edmund Pen- 
dieton Gaines, United States army, known as 


the “hero of Fort Erie.’’ She consented to 
t . " : : . 3 , ' 
become his wife oniy after he had pledged 
himself to aid her in fighting the great legal 


battle which she had undertaken, 

The litigation aragged aiong elowly, and it 
Was not until 1856 that the will claimed to 
bave been made in 1513 was ordered probated. 
General Gaines died in 1858, and his widow 
never remarried. Alone, and inthe face of 
tremendous odds,she prosecuted her cause with 
marvelous persistence and dauntless courage. 
In 1868 the supreme court of the United States 
declared the legitimacy of Myra Clark Gaines, 
and the validity of ber claim assole and uni- 
vereal legatee of the estate of ])uniel Clarke. 

It would require much time «nd space even 
to review in brief the course of this intermin- 
able litigation. The proceedings since 1863, 
the great suit against the city of New Orleans 
wherin Mrs. Gaines obtained a judgment for a 
Million of dollars or more, and the appeal of 
this case to the supreme court, are facts sufli- 
ciently recent te be familiar. The suit is still 
before the tribunal, and pending in the United 
states sepate is a bill appropriating $38,000 in 
favor of Mrs. Gaines, in lieu of land belonging 
to the Clark estate, and sold by the govern- 
nent. 

Mrs. Gaines passed away without enjoying 
the fruits o1 her arduous labors. In fact, she 
cied poor. General Gaines left a son by a pre- 
vious marriage, whois blind, aud for whom 
Mrs. Gaines provided out e¢f her slender 
Means, The issue of her union with Mr 
Whitney was a son, who is also deceased, leav- 
ing three grandchildren, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Christmes, now dead, whose children num- 
bered three likewise. These siz grandchildren 
8re living, three being residents of Washing- 
ton and three at school.

Referring to recent editorial artic! 

_ CONSTITUTION in 1 to the abuses that 
have grown up under the internal 
system,and the necessity for the abolition of 
that system, a great many of our free-trade 
and so-called reyenue reform contemporaries 
haye been pleased to make very smart allu- 
sions to “free whisky” and matters of that 
ort.

Now, each and éyery

on the proposition of ‘ae CoNsTITUTION to

System professes to be a genuine revenue 
reformer. “A tariff for revenue,” 
is the war-cry of all of them, 

but their opposition to the 
repeal of an unconstitutional and 
anti-American syst¢m of taxation, shows 
that they do not understand what they would 
be at.

COOL AS A CUCUMBER. 


Central Pacific Huntington Under {Fire in 
Wall Street. 
From the New York Morning Journal. 

Wall street hada nice little breeze yesterday 
when it became known that Gould’s old rival, 
Mr. C. P. Huntington, was reported to be on the 
verge of bankruptcy, and hardly knew whether 
his next dinner was to be served at the Bruns- 
wick or at Hitchcock's. 

Some said Mr. Huntington hadn’t a cent where- 
upon to-lay his hand, and others stated that 
underneath bis pillow would snuggle last night 
30,000,000 in clean, cold cash. 

The story of Mr. Huntington’s alleged em- 
barrassment arose from the report,which was after 
wards learned to be partially true, that he, with 
Millionaires Charles Croker and Leland Stanford, 
all of them interestedin the success of the South- 
ern Pacific railroad company, the Central Pacific, 
Houston and Texas, and nearly a dozen other 
great railroad properties, had endeavored to nego- 
tiate loans for several million dollars at 6 per cent 
interest. 

It was further stated by well-informed parties 
that the three gentlemen had offered their notes 
forthe amount desired, and as further collateral 
had offered a bale ortwoof Houston and Texas, 
Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio, Atlantic 
and Pacific and Southern Pacific railway securities. 

The story was circulated that Mr. Huntington 
and bis friends have failed to induce certain big 
banking firms to accommodate them. These re- 
ports got abroad and seriously affected prices on 
the stock exchange. 

Nr. Huntington was called upon at his offices in 
the Mills building. He had just returned from 
an extended tour throughout the southwest and 
looked, acted and talked like anything buta bro. 
ken down millionaire. He was cool as a cucum- 
ber, rather jocular and mildly satirical when the 
rel a of his alleged insolvency were mentioned. 

e€ §ala: 

“I do not wish to affirm or deny any reports 
circulated about me. Let them say what they 
wish. It probably pleases them and certainly does 
not burt me. 1 have lived in this town fifty years 
and I have yet to see the first piece of paper float- 
ed by me. Theysay lam in need of funds, do 
they? Why. my vaults are stuffed with money 
and coluteral.’’ 

Mr. Huntington intimated that theesreports re- 
flecting on him sprang from the editorof a Wall 
street paper, for what reason he did not know aud 
appeared to care less. 

‘Pb have beard all day, ’ said Mr. Poor, of Poor, 
White & Co., ‘‘that Mr. Huntington was trying to 
secure loans, but rather than reflecting on his 
credit I think it proves his complete solvency. I 
suppose he has between $200,000,000 and $300,000,- 
000 in securities locked up in roads which he can 
not with justice to himself er the properties he 
represen ts throw on the market, and 
it would be very’ strange if he 
did not py = to negotiate loans 
upon them if he so desired. Thereis no truth in 
the report that his collateral has been refused on 
the street or by the meney-lenders. I think they 
would be only too glad toadvarce funds upon 
them. Mr. Huntington, five years ago, command- 
ed $£0,000,000 or $40,000,000 in solid cash, but since 
then he has branched out, built aline from New- 

ort News, Va., to San Francisco, and also en- 
arged his Pacific systems and their feeders. I sup- 
pose <~ —_ sn o— been Binge encroached 
upon, Dut tosay that heis toppling,or likely to 
fall, is almost ridiculous.” aes, .

the necessary waste and devastation of prop- 
erty with an awful debtand with a pension roll 
of $60,000,000 at this very date. If lam prejudiced 
against him personally it arises from the fact that 
he, more than apy living man, has brought re- 
proach on the military academy and regular 
army, with which be was associated from 1824 to 
135, by impairing the fair fame they had earned. 
for fidelity to their oaths, to recover which wa 4 
have had to battle with an adverse publie opin- 
ion ever since. While he was a cadet and an 
army officer he must have taken the customary 
oaths to ‘support, maintain and defend the con- 
stitution of the United States against all her ene- 
mies and opposers whomsoever,”’ and while secre- 
tary Ol war and senatorin congress he must have 
taken asimilar oath; yet he did conspire with 
others as early as January, 1561, after 
Mr. Lincoln was fairly and constitutionally 
elected president of the United States, to desiroy 
the very government which he had sworn to de- 
fend, and he did set upanother government nec- 
essarily hostile to it, of which he became the head, 
and did, while president of the southern confed- 
eracy, change his state’s rights principles, the 
very doctrine on which he had justified secession 
from the United States and then opposed gstate 
c£overeignty. These are plain, plausable facts, not 
likely to be forgotten by the present generation 
or the next, ifever. I say, therefore, with full 
knowledge of the consequences, he enrolied his 
name with those of Arnold and Burr instead of— 
ashe might have done—with Washington and 
Lincoln. 

_This is allI propose to say at this time. Mean-- 
time che government will, I trust, go on to publish 
the records and correspondence of the war, bota 
union and confederate, and I can await the result 
with pertect com posure.

Secretary meena gem to Act Upon 


W afniseror, January 12.—Adjutant General 
Drum forwarded to-day to General W. B. 
Hazen, chiet signal officer, United States 
America, & memorahdum prepared by the 
secretary of warto express his views with 
regard to the charges recently preferred by 
General Hezen against Lieutenant Garlington, 
in connection with the latter’s management 
of the Greely relief expedition of 1853.

article of war. The Qharges and specifications 
Secretary Lincoln takes up in order and an- 
ewers separately. In doing so he quotes large- 
ly from the report ef the Proteus court of in- 
quiry, and shows that whatever matter there 
is in Hazen’s charges that warrants investiga- 
tion was thoroughly covered by that court. 
Some of the specifications: Lincoln dismisses as 
inconsequential; others are ~ described 
as merely variations of identical 
facts, and the paragraph frem Hazen’s last 
ennual report is quoted as sufficient reply to 
another of the present specifications. 

The secretary of war does not regard Lieu- 
tenant Garlington’s conduct free from criticism 
and blame. On the contrary, he thinks that 
the languege of the Proteus court of inquiry 
respecting it was as mild as the 
circumstances of the case would per- 
mit, but he is not willing to 
proceed further in the matter on the basis 
that Lieutenant Garlington is solely chargea- 
ble with the disaster to Lieutenant Greely’s 

arty. Itissaid by Lieutenant Garlington’s 
Manado that the failure of the secretary of war 
toorder a court-martial on the charges pre- 
ferred by Genera] Hazen is a great disappoint- 
ment to Lieutenant Garlington himself; that 
by his counsel and in person he repeatedly 
urged the ordering of such court, and that he 
learns with great regret of the decision of the 
secretary of war that the circumstances do not 
seem to justify it.
